The Austra'asian 
of the 22nd instan pablishos his “account, 
of that--expotionce,” Leaving out a ‘well- 
written preface, for which we, regrat. we 
have not space, the following*is the nar- 
rative of the. six hours and its sensationa

Tt is owing to the kindness of my Queens- 
land “frionda that I havo been onabled 
to make’ this. experiment and go through 
one of the, apparently, roughest experiences:

of publioity or oriticiam, . When we visited 
Brisbane Gaol and: saw the dark cella, I 
expressed a wish to Mr Barron to pass some 
hours in ore, “ Certainly,” said he, ‘1 
“don’t suppose the Shoriff will objoct. You 
shall do-it when you like.” Jn pursuance 
of this arrangemont,, I last night received 
the following letter :— :

I meant to do the thing thoroughly, 
without any indulgetices 6r support from, 
stimulanta, but I -was' pleased to find that 
Mr Barron entered into the spirit of the 
joke (2), and meas to have me a 
every respect like ‘an ordinary prisoner. ° 
think that as regards physical and mental 
condition the ordinary prisoner would be 
ahead of me, Neither in mind nor body 
am I at the present time at all ‘fit’ Tho 
uneasiness and insomnia with which I have 
been suffering daxing the past months has 
rendered the slightest montal exertion 
painfal and arduous. So I felt my pulse 
- when I awoke this morning, and concluded 
that I must eat a good breakfast and drink 
a couple of glasses of claret to. bring myself 
into form, and give my experiment a fair 
show, Then I smoked a cigar, with a cup 
ofblack coffee, before taking cab for the 
gaol, where I arrived shortly before 12, 
Mr'Bernard, the governor, met me, and 
went into’ hia office for a few minutes and 
examined the books with tho. record of 
punishments, Twenty-four hours in tho 
dark cell seems the ordinary punishment, 


although three days is often given, and: 


sometimes more. When a prisoner has a 
‘sentence of more than twenty-four houra 
he is let ont every day for an hour's ex- 
croido, and igor should bo—daily visited 
by the doctor, At Pontridge, a prisoner 
in the dark coll has no such privilege, but 
has to serve his time straight ont...
